Subject* —Tramfer of imported raw materials/components by Public Sector 
Industrial undertakings * 

No. 44-ITC(PN) /75.—Attention is invited to paragraph 190 In Chapter VII of 
the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1975-70 according 
to which industrial units In the public sector (multi-unit enterprises) may transfer 
imported raw materials/components from one industrial unit to another in the 
same multi-unit organisation, in order to meet their production programmes. Such 
transfers are subject to the condition that the raw materials & components, in 
question, shall be used by the transferee unit for production in an Industry included 
in the select list of industries or for production in an export-oriented industry. 
It is also a condition that the unit which transfers such imported raw materials 
and components should send immediate report of such transfer to the licensing 
authority which had issued the licence against which the said materials were 
imported. The report has to reach the licensing authority within 15 days from 
the date of transfer. It is not necessary for the units concerned to obtain prior 
permission from the licensing authority for making such transfers. 
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2* The position in this regard has been reviewed and it has been decided that 
an industrial undertaking in the public sector can also transfer imported raw 
materials/components to any other industrial undertaking in the public sector 
provided that the materials* in question, shall be used by the transferee for pro^ 
duction in an industry Included in th© select list of industries or for production 
in an export-oriented industry. In such cases also, no prior permission of the 
licensing authority will be necessary and the unit which transfers the materials 
shall be required to send a report thereof to the licensing authority in the same 
manner as referred to above* 

3* Requests from public sector undertakings for sale of imported materials In 
caseg not covered by the aforesaid provisions may be considered llberelly on 
merits by the Chief Controller of Imports & Export® as already provided in para* 
graph 04(10) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules & Procedure 
1975-76*
